Work Week and 
Earnings Drop for 
Production Wkrs. 


Washington (LPA).— The aver- 
age work week of production work- 
ers declined by a half-hour between 
mid-June and mid-July, to 39.9 
hours, according to preliminary 
estimates of the U. S. Department 
of Labor’s Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics. ¥ 

The reduction was partly season- 
al, reflecting the widespread vaca- 
tion shut-downs which usually oc- 
cur in July, and maftly metalwork- 
ing plants scheduled shorter work- 
weeks or extended their normal 
vacation periods because of dimin- 
ishing steel supplies. 

Factory workers’ average hourly 

earnings declined nearly a cent be- 
tween June and July, to $1.65—in- 
cluding overtime and other pre- 
mium pay — reflecting decreased 
overtime work in metalworking in- 
dustries. - 
- Average weekly earnings de- 
clined by $1.14 between June and 
July, to $65.84, as a result of the 
shorter work week.

Whenever possible, avoid use of 
brakes when making a turn or 
taking a curve.

Lobbyists for the Rich 


The big boys who gouge the worker, the farmer, the small 
businessman, and people in general, are spending money as 
freely as ever in an effort to hog-tie America to the stake 
of reaction. 

This came to light when the Clerk of the House and the 
Secretary of the Senate revealed that the National Economic 
Council reported spending $64,072.88 for lobbying activities 
during the first 6 months of this year. 

The National Economic Council is headed by Merwin K. 
Hart and is tied closely to the disreputable Committee for 
Constitutional Government. 

The NEC wants more restrictions on trade unions, a drastic 
limitation of the federal taxing power, a ceiling on income 
taxes which would benefit the rich, and abolition of coopera- 
tives. It opposes aid to education, public and co-op housing, 
‘civil rights, the United Nations, social security, independent 
Israel, rent control, farm price supports, the Tennessee Valley 
Authority, reciprocal trade; the Point 4 program and the 
Economic Cooperation Administfation. 

Backed by the DuPont, Gulf Oil, Pure Oil, Armco Steel, 
Santa Fe Railroad, Texas Company, Monsanto Chemical, and 
other corporate interests, the NEC spent money for lobbying 
activities at a higher annual rate during the first half of 1952 
than it did last year, when its lobby expenditures totaled 
$118,479.66. ; 

You can be sure that NEC and other groups which repre- 
sent interests that could be as dangerous to America as Com- 
munism will continue to spend freely during the’ political

“We don’t believe in punitive 
legislation against management or 
labor,” he said. “For the last 10 
years I have asked the Legislature 
not to pass laws of that kind and 
will continue to so ask.” 

“We're interested in safety,” he 
declared, and asserted “Every man 
and woman who works for a living 
in entitled to work under safe con- 
ditions.” 

That statement brought a round 
of applause from the convention 
delegates, 

As regards safety measures, the 
Governor said “I ask you to make 
your wants and needs known. 

“It is impossible to prevent all 
accidents,” he said, however, and 
“some will be killed and injured, 
so we want the best possible work- 
men’s compensation laws,” 

California has a larger percent- 
age of women working than any 
other state, Governor Warren said, 
so must be concerned proportion- 
ately, -with conditions affecting 
women workers, 


He urged improvement of em-| 


ployment opportunities, warning 
that if and when defense employ- 
ment stops there will be need to 
plan so as to take up the slack. 
“Much of our industry is war in- 
dustry,” he said, “subsidized by the 
government. We hope the time will 
come when We will be on our own, 
with free competitive system, but 
without other employment oppor-

the many social problems.

Full Delay in Settling Cases 


By LANE KIRKLAND 


To a man who is being held up.and robbed, the knowledge | 
that the law is on his side offers small comfort if the police | 
arrive too late to save his purse. In the administration of 
labor laws, the time element is likewise a crucial factor. 
Where a union faces the immediate threat of extinction 


through unfair employer attacks, , 
justice too long deferred is justice | 
denied. An NLRB cease-and-desist 
order that comes * late to pre- 
vent the destruction of the union 
can serve only as an epitaph. It 
cannot bring the union back to life. 


NEW DELAYING TACTICS 

The Taft-Hartley- Act has intro- 
duced new elements of delay into 
the course of legal proceedings 
against\the unfair labor practices 
of employers. 

Fresh evidence on this score is 
contained in a recent report pre- 
pared by the staff of the Senate 
Subcommittee on Labor and Labor- 
Management Relations. Here are 
some of the facts brought. out: in 
this report: 

1. The average unfair labor 
practice case néw requires about 
480 days to go through the.NLRB 
mill..On top of*this, it may take 
another year to secure a court 
order enforcing. the NLRB déci- 
sion, which has no teeth of its own. 
If the employer chooses to disre- 
gard the court order, contempt 
action to~compel compliance will 
take another year or more. 

2. The process of litigation may 
involve as many as 22 separate ad- 
ministrative and judicial steps, in- 
volving multiple investigations, 
hearings, reviews, reports, and 
memoranda, The employer may in- 
troduce new delaying tactics at vir- 
tually every step of the way. 

3. Most of the unnecessary delay 
is directly traceable to various pro- 
visions of the ~Taft-Hartley Act. 
Substantial savings ‘of time and ex- 
pense cannot be expected under the 
act as it now: stands.

Pleas Fail to Shake 
FDA Ruling on New 
Bread Standards 


Washington (LPA). — Despite 
protests by labor, consumer and 
farm organizations, the Food and 
Drug Adminisfration of the Federal 
Security Agency has put its new 
bread standards in effect. 

The consumer organizations had 
protested that the new standards 
set an arhitrary upper limit on the 
nutritious ingredients which could 
go into a bread, white bread, or en- 
riched bread. 

Primarily at issue is a new bread 
developed by Dr. Clive McCay of 
Cornell University which is widely 
used by consumer cooperatives, 
public institutions and commercial 
bakers.
